Just over two months into her mandate as Faro Civil Governor (or 
Governess, as she likes to be called), Isilda Gomes appears to have 
settled nicely into her new role. Giving high praise to her predecessor, 
here she tells The Portugal News how the Algarve is looking at the 
moment, how she intends to carry on the former governor’s good work, 
and her priorities in her current role. 


Algarve Governess Isilda 
Gomes is a striking lady. On the 
day of our interview she was 
wearing bright blue eye shadow 
that matehed her bright blue 
j aeket. A stark eontrast to the un- 
derstated, yet equally friendly 
and weleoming suit and tie that 
formerly oeeupied the office. 

However, determination and 
pride in her role are common de- 
nominators that Isilda Gomes 
shares with ex-civil Governor 
Antonio Pina, of whom the cur- 
rent governess says she has, 
“Great admiration and apprecia- 
tion for his excellent work that is 
clear for all to see.” 

“I only hope that I can achieve 
results that are as good as Dr. 
Pina’s”, she confides. 

But will the current governess 
do anything differently? 

“There are different ways of 
doingthings”, she says, “When the 
same job is done by two different 
people it won’t necessarily be 
done in the same way. W e have the 
same objectives, but our ways of 
doing things maybe differenf ’. 

Isilda Gomes started her career 
as a teacher in Portimao, before 
venturing into politics during the 
government of Prime Minister 
Antonio Guterres in the late nine- 
ties, something that was seldom 
done by women at the time. In 
fact, as well as being the region’ s 
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first-ever female eivil governor, 
Isilda has been the ‘first woman’ 
in a number of the ehallenges she 
hasearriedout. 

After being distriet eoordina- 
tor for the VIDA projeet, she 
undertook a six-year stint as a 
eouneillor and then viee-presi- 
dent of Portimao eity hall. 

In June this year her name was 
put forward “by suggestion” to 
fill the role of eivil governor, 
whieh, in her own words, “at the 
time eame as a surprise”. 

But it is a surprise and a ehal- 
lenge that Isilda Gomes is thriv- 
ing on, and one that oeeupies her 
daily routine, 24/7. 

“I enjoy going to the einema, 
and reading, and spending time 
with my family, but to tell you 
the truth, I haven’t been doing 
mueh of that reeently ! I do try to 
go to musieal events and theatre 
produetions that the munieipali- 
ties put on though”. 

Aeeording to Governess 
Gomes, the fundamental role of 
a eivil Governor is “to beeome a 
bridge, a mediator between the 
regional population and the een- 
tral government; to clearly ex- 
plain governmental plans to the 
region, as well as transmitting the 
region’s needs and problems to 
the respective governmental rep- 
resentatives”. 

Therefore, one of her main 
missions is to “really listen to 
people, always have my door 
open, and be in constant dialogue 
with the region”. 

“In an era where people be- 
lieve that the role of a civil gover- 
nor is of little relevance, it is now 
more than ever that we need to be 
representative of our region”. 

However, two main concerns 
are that of safety and well being 
for those in the Algarve, “resi- 
dents and visitors”. 

“Well-being and quality of life 
can be measured with different 
instruments, for example, 
through culture, art, communica- 
tion and mobility. I know that all 
16 municipalities in the Algarve 
work very hard to offer an excel- 
lent quality of life for their resi- 
dents, and the present govern- 
ment has implemented fantastic 
guidelines”. 

More recently, controversy 
arose when usual summer police 
reinforcements were slashed due 
to the EU presidency campaign. 
Concerns focused particularly 
on the Algarve, which during the 
summer season sees its popula- 
tion more than double. 

“The policing that we have at 
present fully corresponds to the 
region’s needs. It is sufficient to 
cater for what the region requires, 
as we don’t have major prob- 
lems”, says the Governess. She 
does, however, admit “There are 
gaps that could use covering, but 
the government is aware of the 
situation and as I said, it is not a 
reason for concern. Lisbon is but 
a few hours away and should a 
situation arise where we need 


extra police back-up they will be 
sent immediately”. 

Governess Gomes also ex- 
plains that, “the difference be- 
tween this year ’ s figures and last 
year’ s is not that great, though it 
is lower. Even so, it does not war- 
rant exaggeratedpreoccupation”. 

Keeping up to date with the 
region’s fire-fighting squadrons 
is another of the Governess’s 
main concerns. 

“So far the brigades have of- 
fered an excellent response to any 
situation. They are to be con- 
gratulated. But as always with 
fires, they are unpredictable 
events and a constant concern, so 
it is fair to say that things have 
gone well so far, and I hope they 
continue to go well”. 

Unemployment is also an is- 
sue that Isilda Gomes is keen to 
address, even though current and 
future figures, in her opinion, 
look promising. 

“At present there are a little 
over nine thousand unemployed 
people in the Algarve. A large 
proportion of these people are 
unemployable. But for anyone 
who has paid attention to the 
news last weekend, they will see 
that a number of high quality de- 
velopments, projects of excel- 
lence, are soon to take shape in 
the region and will create j ob s for 
thousands, not hundreds, thou- 
sands of people”. 

As Governess Gomes says, 
“the Algarve is developing in an 
extraordinary fashion”, though 
“there is always a lot to be done”. 

Considering foreign residents 
and workers an “attribute” to the 
region, she also recognises that 
foreign investment has signifi- 
cantly contributed to the region ’ s 
present healthy economic status. 
She commends the “full integra- 
tion” that many foreigners have 
successfully attained, and is not 
aware of any ‘problem areas’ re- 
garding foreign communities. 

“The safety measures that are 
developed and implemented in 
the Algarve are for visitors and 
residents alike”, she says, “what- 
ever nationality they may be”. 

And so the main question begs 
to be asked. 

As a woman in the world of 
politics, who has had such a de- 
manding and challenging career, 
and who presently undertakes 
such a high-positioned task, has 
she ever encountered discrimina- 
tion or resistance from her male 
counterparts? 

The Governess laughs. 

“No, not really”, she says, 
“maybe on the odd occasion, 
nothing is ever straightforward, 
but now I have no issues at all. 
People have shown me nothing 
but great respect and support”. 

So during her mandate as Civil 
Governor, what is Isilda Gomes’ 
ultimate goal? 

“I strive to be useful to the re- 
gional population” she answers, 
“otherwise my role will not have 
been positively fulfilled”. 
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F oot-and-mouth : UK luggage checked at Portuguese airports 



The National Veterinary Authority (DGV) 
has said this week that while no animals 
from southern England have entered 
Portugal the past 30 days, it is carefully 
monitoring the situation. Luggage from 
Britain is also being carefully inspected 
at national airports, reports indicate. 


Following the outbreak, the 
DGV said that it has no trace of 
any animal arriving here from 
southern England the past 
month, which is currently in the 
midst of a couple of foot-and- 
mouth outbreaks. 

The DGV confirmed this in- 
formation through its TRACES 
computer system, which logs all 
animal entries. 

A number of awareness cam- 
paigns have already been put in 
place in Portugal, with the aim of 
averting that contaminated ani- 
mal products enter the territory. 

Luggage arriving on planes 
from Britain is also being looked 
at with greater care. 

Since the outbreak was made 
official last Friday, there have 
been reports that a number of 
passengers arriving from the UK 
have been forced to endure longer 
than usual waiting periods for 
their luggage. 


The European Commission 
has meanwhile adopted interim 
protection measures to reinforce 
the measures taken by the UK 
authorities, in response to the 
outbreak of foot-and-mouth dis- 
ease (FMD) on a farm in Surrey. 

Following the suspicion and 
subsequent confirmation of the 
disease, the measures foreseen 
under EU legislation were im- 
mediately applied in the UK. 
These included the culling of all 
animals on the infected holding, 
the establishment of a 3 km pro- 
tection zone, and 1 0km surveil- 
lance zone around the premises, 
in which stringent movement 
restrictions apply, and the ap- 
plication of increased bio-secu- 
rity measures. 

On Tuesday a second case of 
FMD was confirmed. The out- 
break is located in the protection 
zone set up around the first out- 
break.

Mystery dawn skydiver flees after landing on moving car 



A driver was given the fright of his life 
earlier this week when a parachutist 
landed seemingly from out of nowhere 
on top of his car as he was driving on the 
EN125 through Lagoa in the early hours 
of the morning. 


According to GNR captain 
Manuel Jorge the incident took 
place at around 03h30 on Tuesday 
morning, on the EN125 between 
the International School inPorches 
and the BP petrol stations. 

After landing on the car the 
daredevil fled the scene, appar- 
ently uninjured, leaving the driver 


somewhat perplexed. 

Said Captain Manuel Jorge, 
“As he landed, the jumper hit the 
car and ran”, explaining how the 
driver tried to swerve and miss 
the unexpected object. 

The whereabouts of the sky- 
diver are as yet unknown, though 
police are still investigating the 


incident and trying to determine 
the origins of the parachute itself, 
which was left on the scene. 

Despite being given a “huge 
fright” and calling the GNR, the 
driver didnotpress charges as no 
damage was made to his vehicle. 
GNR officers believe the of- 
fender is a “highly experienced” 


parachutist, as he was jumping at 
night, and consider the incident 
to have been the result of a “j oke” 
or “a dare”. 

A third possibility suggests 
the individual may have been an 
illegal entrant in Portugal, con- 
nected to illegal activities such as 
drug smuggling or contraband.

Responding also to an increas- 
ing number of accusing fingers 
being pointed in their direction 
and at their friends, Madeleine ’ s 
parents responded that they be- 
lieve she is still alive and will not 
relent in their search until she is 
reunited with her family. They 
have also revealed they will no 
longer frequent the Ocean Club 
resort and are said to be upset at 
the negative publicity they, and 
especially their friends, have re- 
ceived from some of the Portu- 
guese media the past week. 
Meanwhile, high-ranking police 
officials on Thursday admitted 
they are as yet unsure whether a 
sample taken from the apartment 
and sent to Britain is in fact blood. 

Police investigating the disap- 
pearance of Madeleine McCann 
were confident this week that 
they are nearer to solving the 
mystery of the toddler’s disap- 
pearance. 

Police also confirmed they are 
focussing more of their efforts 
searching for a body. The Por- 
tugal News learnt this week. 

Sources involved with the in- 


vestigation said yesterday: “Our 
efforts are now mostly centred on 
finding a body”, though the pos- 
sibility that Madeleine will be 
found alive is not being ruled out. 

Our source denied that the 
McCanns or any of their friends 
are being treated as suspects, say- 
ing only: “I can confirm strangers 
to the family are being investi- 
gated”. 

This revelation comes after 
Kate and Gerry were interviewed 
by police on Wednesday after- 
noon. Their Renault Scenic had 
also been checked by police a day 
earlier in the car park located just 
a few metres from the PJ police 
station in Portimao. 

When questioned as to why 
police had not searched the apart- 
ment for blood earlier in the in- 
vestigation, our source ex- 
plained: “It is only logical when 
we deal with the apparent kid- 
napping of a child that our meth- 
ods of investigation will be done 
in accordance with this informa- 
tion. F or example, you would not 
investigate certain leads when 
dealing with a case of defamation 
or theft.” 

Despite the media frenzy that 


has erupted following one single 
report in a Portuguese newspa- 
per stating that blood had been 
found in the apartment, our 
source said: 

“The sample sent to Birming- 
ham is not necessarily blood.” 

Forensic specialists were 
handed the sample on Wednes- 
day evening, and it is expected to 
take around a week for them to 
release their findings. 

Meanwhile, a specialist in 
ocean currents from the Univer- 
sity of the Algarve has confirmed 
that he had been approached by 
a British detective to supply in- 
formation on the sea’s behaviour 
off the coast of Praia da Luz at the 
time of Madeleine’s disappear- 
ance. 

The detective reportedly trav- 
elled to the university in Faro in 
the company of a translator to 
meet the professor during the 
course of last week. 

The professor declined to 
comment on what was discussed 
at the meeting, but detectives ac- 
companied by dogs have regu- 
larly been spotted the past week 
in Praia da Luz, especially along 
the coast. 


In comments to the Lusa 
News Agency, police reinforced 
their position that the case is 
drawing to a conclusion. 

“We can see a light at the end 
of the tunnel” the agency was 
told. 

“The group working on the 
case has an idea what could have 
happened and it is on this basis 
that we are working. But it is still 
early to provide any concrete 


conclusions”, the police source 
said. 

In the meantime, the lawyer of 
the only formal suspect in the 
case has said that his client is con- 
templating taking legal action 
against the state. 

Francisco Pagarete, speaking 
the day after two days of exten- 
sive searches had been conducted 
in the garden of the villa where 
Robert Murat resides, said his 
primary concern is to have his 
client’ s name cleared. 

Mr Pagarete explained that it 
wouldbe a “logical” move to take 
the matter to the courts, but added 
Mr Muraf s only concern now is 
to “cooperate with the authori- 
ties”. 

In a related story, a special 
service of prayer for Madeleine 
and other missing children will be 
held at the church in Praia da Luz 
on Saturday morning. 

It is also anticipated that a 
video reminding people that 
Madeleine is still missing will be 
played at football fixtures 
across Britain this weekend, this 
includes Premier League games, 
for example Everton football 
club. 

In comments after a pooled 
interview to televi- 
sion broadcasters 
on Tuesday, Gerry 
McCann ex- 
plained: “We 

wanted to make it 
clear, that as far as 
we know, there is 
still absolutely no 
evidence that 
Madeleine has 
been seriously 
harmed and Kate 
and I have to be- 


lieve she is still alive. “The Por- 
tuguese police have assured us 
on numerous occasions that they 
are looking for Madeleine and 
not a corpse. Of course, all pos- 
sibilities are being considered 
and the police have to be certain 
before eliminating any of the 
scenarios. It is absolutely right 
that we are subject to the same 
high standards of investigation 
as anyone else. Kate and I have, 
and will continue to assist the 
police in every possible way”, 
explained Mr McCann. 

It emerged on Thursday that 
Madeleine’s twin siblings, Sean 
and Amelie, will no longer be at- 
tending the kiddies club at the 
Ocean Club resort. 

In a statement handed to jour- 
nalists by a member of a security 
company recently hired by the 
resort, the McCanns were re- 
ported as being “concerned at the 
negative impacf ’ the huge number 
of reporters is causing to holiday 
makers at the Ocean Club. 

The McCann family had 
moved from the resort at the be- 
ginning of the month. The fam- 
ily is now residing at a seaside 
villa located about ten kilome- 
tres from the Ocean Club.

Record-breaking ATM transactions 



SIBS, which regulates the nation’s Multibanco ATM network, revealed this week it had registered a 
record-breaking 155 million transactions in July, 36 million of which were cash withdrawals. 


This number of transactions, 
accumulated from all SIBS 
services, including ATM ma- 
chines, TelcMultibanco and 
MBNet, represent a 12 per 
cent increase in comparison to 
the month of June, and a nine 
per cent rise in relation to the 


same month last year. 

The largest growth was 
noted in use of the MBNet 
online banking service, 
through which five million 
euros were processed, more 
than double the amount regis- 
tered in July 2006. 


With regards to ATM ma- 
chines, 72 million transactions 
were completed, the equivalent 
of some 2 million transactions 
per day. 

Thirty-six million with- 
drawals were made, 23 million 
balance consultations, and 12 


million payments, 6.5 million 
of which to charge mobile 
phones. 

The number of ATM ma- 
chines functioning around Por- 
tugal has also grown, now 
counting 1 1 ,966 units, 7,7 per 
cent more than last July. 


UK wants debate 
on Zimbabwe erisis 
at Lisbon summit 


The United Kingdom will 
press for a wide-ranging debate 
on the crisis in Zimbabwe at the 
Europe-Africa summit planned 
for December in Lisbon by Por- 
tugal’ s EU presidency, media 
have reported. 

Zimbabwean weekly newspa- 
per The Standard cited on Sun- 
day Britain’ s under-secretary of 
state for foreign affairs, Meg 
Munn, as telling UK lawmakers 
that Zimbabwean President 
Robert Mugabe was “detested” 
in Britain. 

Turning her attention to the 
forthcoming EU summit with the 
African Union, which British 
Prime Minister Gordon Brown 
said recently he would not attend 
if Mugabe was invited, Munn 
said if the Lisbon two-bloc gath- 


ering occurs as planned, it will 
have to include debate on 
Harare ’ s simmering political and 
economic crisis. 

“We believe that any confer- 
ence that goes ahead should, in 
our view, include specific discus- 
sion on the situation in Zimba- 
bwe.” 

Munn declined to tell her fellow 
MPs if Prime Minister Brown 
would boycott the December EU- 
AU meeting if Zimbabwe ’ s octo- 
genarian head of state receives an 
invitation to the event. 

The UK government remains 
concerned at the deteriorating 
situation in Zimbabwe, Munn 
told the London parliament, and 
Britain will continue to “shine the 
UN spotlight on Mugabe’s hu- 
man rights abuses.” TPN/Lusa

Downtown Lisbon top of tourist list 


Lisbon’s ‘Baixa’ area has re- 
turned to the top of tourists’ 
‘most visited’ list, dethroning the 
Chiado, which is now in fifth 
place, and followed by Belem, 
Bairro Alto and Alfama respec- 
tively, a study has shown. 

The results were published 
following a survey carried out by 
the Tourism of Lisbon Observa- 
tory based on the level of satis- 
faction experienced by tourists in 


the capital. 

The maj ority of interviewees 
(48.6 per cent) said that Lisbon 
‘surpassed their expectations’ 
and nearly all (98.9 per cent) said 
they would recommend visiting 
the region. Just under 52 per 
cent of those questioned said 
they would ‘more than likely’ 
return. 

‘Pretty’, ‘attractive’ and ‘in- 
teresting’ were the adjectives 


most used to describe the capi- 
tal, and 34.9 per cent of those 
questioned described it as ‘calm’, 
‘nice’ and ‘romantic’. 

Most of the 750 tourists that 
were interviewed considered the 
city ‘goodfor walking’ (77.5 per 
cent), 62. 1 per cent preferred the 
capital’ s ‘dining experience’ , and 
57.8 per cent thought Lisbon’s 
best features were its ‘monu- 
ments and museums’ . 


Algarvean supermarket 
brand sold to French 


As ofNovember ‘Marrachino’ 
supermarkets, one of only two 
supermarket empires to have been 
‘bom and bred’ in the Algarve, are 
to disappear after being sold to the 
French group ‘OsMosqueteiros’, 
owners of the ‘Intermarche’ and 
‘Ecomarche’ brands. 

First introduced in 1970, 
‘ Marrachino ’ was one of the first 
supermarket chains to be fully 
developed and built within the 
Algarve, alongside the ‘Alisuper’ 
chain, which share the particular- 
ity of being dedicated to the re- 
tail of regional produce. 

Currently numbering 16 stores 
in the Algarve and two in Beja, 
fromNovember, all 1 8 shops will 
lose their trademark green signage, 
which will be replaced by one of 


the ‘Os Mosqueteiros’ group’s 
brandings. 

Reportedly, 1 1 establish- 
ments will become ‘Intermarche’ 
supermarkets, andatleast six will 
be‘Ecomarches’. 

Gilberto Sousa, president of 
the Algarve Regional Commerce 
and Services Association AC- 
RAL, has described the take over 
as “another axing of the Algarve ’ s 
economy”, and has stressed his 
pity at losing “one of the few 
medium sized regional busi- 
nesses”.

Portugal pleased at UN decision to 
deploy Darfurpeacekeepers 

The Portuguese EU presidency has welcomed this week’s decision by the United 
Nations Security Councii to depioy a 26,000-strong internationai force to the western 
Sudanese region of Darfur. 


“We are gladdened by the de- 
eision taken by the UN. It’s 
been expeeted for a long time,” 
Lisbon’s EU presideney 
spokesperson Clara Borja said. 

The Seeurity Couneil unani- 
mously adopted the Darfur 
peaeekeeping plan last 
Wednesday, a UK-Franee ini- 
tiative, after China dropped its 


objeetions to the proposals. 

The UN mandate will send a 
hybrid foree of African Union 
(AU) and UN troops, plus more 
than 6,000 international police 
officers, to relieve a largely inef- 
fectual AU force by the end of the 
year. 

Asked if EU forces would be 
sent to the Darfur mission, Por- 


tugal’ s EU spokesperson said 
such a deployment would “be 
made at member state level”. 

Although nearly all EU states 
say they will contribute to the 
peacekeeping mission, Ger- 
many has said its overseas mili- 
tary priorities will remain Af- 
ghanistan and Kosovo. TPN/

Congo’s Bemba plans to 
go home next month 

□ Democratic Republic of Congo opposition ieader Jean-Pierre Bemba says 
he pians to return to his homeiand from Portugai next month to attend the 
opening session of the Kinshasa pariiament. 


In an interview with Lusa at his 
Algarve villa, where he has been 
living with his family since April, 
Bemba said he hoped to return to 
Congo by September 1 5 to “hon- 
our my professional obligations” 
and attend the Senate, where he 
is a member. 

“What I want is to return with 
total security and support from 
the international community and 
the European Union. I also ex- 
pect support from the Demo- 
cratic Republic of Congo,” said 
Bemba. 

Bemba, leader of the former 
rebel Movement for the Libera- 
tion of Congo (MLC), was given 
a 60-day leave of absence by the 
Kinshasa senate in April, subse- 
quently extended to expire mid- 
night Tuesday. 

The Congolese opposition 


chief, who lost a presidential run- 
off last year against Joseph 
Kabila, was in Portugal for medi- 
cal treatment following his de- 
parture from Kinshasa, where he 
was accused of treason after his 
bodyguards were routed in fierce 
street fighting with government 
troops. 

Turning his attention to wider 
international issues, the Congo- 
lese millionaire oppositionist 
told Lusa the forthcoming Eu- 
rope- Africa summit being staged 
in Lisbon by the Portuguese EU 
presidency is a “golden opportu- 
nity” for dialogue between the 
two continents. 

Issues such as global warming, 
migration and employment in 
Europe were not vital issues for 
EU states five to 10 years ago, 
noted Bemba, but now have 


thrust themselves to the forefront 
of Europe’s relations with the 
African Union 

Similarly, Africa now faces 
serious hurdles to economic de- 
velopment and the creation of 
manufacturing and financial sec- 
tors, problems that the continent 
is incapable of resolving alone, 
said Bemba. 

Questioned on Zimbabwe’s 
simmering political and eco- 
nomic crisis and whether Presi- 
dent Robert Mugabe should be 
invited to the EU-AU summit 
in December, something op- 
posed by some EU states led by 
the UK, Bemba ’s response was 
guarded. 

“It’s up to the European au- 
thorities to resolve the question 
of the EU-AU summit”.

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Europe forest fires in July are worst on reeord 
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W ith the forest 
fire season 
barely 
started, 
provisional 
figures show that 3376 square 
kilometres of land has already 
been burned in 2007, eompared 
to a total of 3585 square 
kilometres in 2006, with July 
2007 one of the worst-ever 
months on reeord. These figures 
have been released by the 
European Forest Fire 
Information System, managedby 
the European Commission, 
whieh produees early warnings 
of fire risk and damage 
assessment. Despite these 
figures, Portugal reeorded one of 
its best months in July in terms 
of forest fires. 

Following warnings of high 
fire risk at the end of June in coun- 
tries such as Greece and Cyprus, 
the second half of July saw a 
sharp increase in fires and burnt 
areas in Bulgaria, Croatia, Greece 
and Italy. 

Using satellite images to map all 
fires affecting an area ofmore than 
5 0 hectares in these four countries 
alone showed a total of 2229 
square kilometres of burnt land. 
Figures for some other countries 
that have experiencedmajor fires, 
such as Turkey and Albania, have 
yet to be included in EFFIS. 

EFFIS forecasts continued 
risk from forest fires for the days 
ahead and sends these forecasts 
to the Civil Protection and For- 
est Services of the member states 


every day between 1 February 
and 3 1 October. The situation in 
South-West Europe, which had 
relatively moderate conditions in 
July, has changed dramatically, 
particularly in the south of the 
Iberian Peninsula and the Canary 
Islands. These two areas are ex- 
periencing increased fires, which 
have not yet been included in the 
EFFIS figures, and continued 
heightened risk. 

Spain has, via the European 
Commission, activated the Inter- 
national Charter “Space and Ma- 
jor Disasters” that aims at pro- 
viding a unified system of satel- 
lite imagery acquisition and de- 
livery to those affected by natu- 
ral or man-made disasters. 

EFFIS is a meteorological and 
satellite based mapping system 
developed by the European 
Commission’s in-house scien- 
tific arm, the Joint Research Cen- 
tre (JRC). Its purpose is to pro- 
vide Member States with daily 
fire risk warnings and subsequent 
damage assessments. In 2006, the 
European Parliament requested 
an extension of EFFIS services to 
provide information on the eco- 
nomic and social impacts of for- 
est fires; this aspect is currently 
being developed. 

As for Portugal, Civil Protec- 
tion Services said that the number 
of fires last month were slashed 
by two thirds in relation to July 
2006, with 1,510 outbreaks re- 
ported as opposed to 5,211, 12 
months ago. 

The total for July 2006 is also

the country. 

Not resting on the successes of 
2006, when Portugal markedly 
slashed the number of forest fires 
and total area burnt, the coun- 


try’s fire-fighters have this year 
been boosted to a total of nine 
thousand men. 

In 2006, a total of 75,000 hec- 
tares were affected by fires, 
which is down from the 325,000 
burnt the previous year. 

Portugal’s forests are vital to 


the nation’ s economy, not only 
as it represents three percent of 
its Gross Domestic Product, 
(only Finland and Sweden have 
higher rates in the EU), it em- 
ploys two percent of Portugal’s 
active population and represents 
ten percent of all exports.

Most EU operators 
complyingwith 
new roaming laws 


One month after the EU roam- 
ing regulation to reduce mobile 
roaming charges by up to 70 per- 
cent entered into force, the Euro- 
pean Commission this week pub- 
lished details to benchmark how 
mobile operators in all 27 mem- 
ber states have applied the new 
EU rules. 

In its report, the Commission 
has found that the broad major- 
ity of mobile phone operators 
comply with the EU regulations 
by offering customers the new 
“Eurotariff’ (tariffs no higher 
than €0.49 per minute for calls 
made abroad and no higher than 
€0.24 for calls received abroad, 
excluding VAT). 

The Commission notes that 
many operators offered the 
Eurotariff already at the start of 
July, while others waited till just 
before the 30 July deadline. Some 
operators are also offering prices 
below the EU cap or new roam- 
ing packages. The implementa- 
tion of the regulation by opera- 
tors appears to be proceeding 
smoothly, even though some 
non-transparent offers risk de- 
priving consumers of the new EU 
rules’ full benefits. 


“Just one month after the new 
EU rules on mobile roaming 
charges came into force, around 
50 percent of consumers in Eu- 
rope are already profiting from 
substantially reduced tariffs. The 
interplay between regulation and 
the voluntary anticipation of the 
regulated tariffs by the industry 
appears to benefit consumers, as 
envisaged by the European Par- 
liament and the EU Council of 
Ministers,” said Viviane Reding, 
EU Telecom Commissioner. 

“I welcome in particular that 
many operators offered the new 
Eurotariff as the holiday season 
began, and that some even went 
substantially below the regula- 
tion’s price ceilings. Only in a few 
cases - the exception rather than 
the rule - we note attempts to de- 
lay the effects of the regulation by 
non-transparent or possibly even 
anti-competitive behaviour. 
These will have to be analysed 
very carefully by national and 
European regulators. If we find 
evidence for behaviour that vio- 
lates the law, the EU Roaming 
Regulation foresees sanctions 
which couldbe complementedby 
the full force of competition law.” 


PT receive fine for 
market abuses 


National telecommunica- 
tions operator Portugal 
Telecom has been fined 3 8 mil- 
lion euros for abusing its domi- 
nant position in the Portuguese 
telecoms market, the Compe- 
tition Authority, ADC said 
this week. 


In a press statement, the DC 
explained the heavy fine was im- 
posed after it had checked into 
accusations made by competi- 
tors Cabovisao and Tvtel, who 
said they were denied access to 
PT cable networks.

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Police force to rise by 2,200 



The Minister of Internai Affairs said this 
week at a ceremony in Oporto that the 
government wiii be boosting the nation’s 
poiice force with 2,200 new officers in 2008. 


According to Minister Rui 
Pereira, just over one thousand 
newly-trained PSP officers will 
take to the streets in 2008. 

This contingent will be sup- 
plemented by the acceptance of 
1 ,200 new members of the GNR. 

A number of officers trained to 
execute patrols, are currently 
performing desk jobs. But the 
minister says that they will be 
channelled to operational works 
and replaced by administrative 
workers. 

Minister Rui Pereira was 
speaking at the 1 40* anniversary 
of the Oporto PSP Metropolitan 


Command. 

During the ceremony, the min- 
ister declared that Portugal is 
“the ninth safest country in the 
world”, highlighting the efforts 
of the Oporto police force in 
contributing to the country’s 
safety. 

“We are expecting that crime 
at the end of the year will have 
dropped by four percent in rela- 
tion to 2006, and this reduction 
has taken into account the rise in 
crimes relating to abuse or driv- 
ing under the influence of alco- 
hol, or without a driver ’ s licence”, 
the minister said. 


Twenty-two detained in 
music festival drug bust 


GNR officers have arrested 22 
people during a drug trafficking 
operation that took place during 
the 1 1* annual ‘Sudoeste’ festi- 
val held in Zambujeira do Mar, 
Odemira. Two forty-year-old 
women were arrested during the 
bust, with the remaining suspects 
all being aged between 20 and 30. 


Police units were positioned 
on all main access roads leading 
to and from the mega four-day 
festival grounds. Eighteen of the 
detained were questioned and 
subsequently released, though 
were identified for police records . 

F our individuals are to be tried 
in court following ‘strong suspi- 



cions’ of having connections to 
trafficking rings. One of the four 
was found in possession of 
€2,635 in cash, which police be- 
lieve to be from the selling of dmgs. 

Four thousand single doses of 


cannabis, 289 FSD pills and 
1,000 doses of cocaine were 
seized during the intervention, 
which involved a daily average of 
100 officers. 

Thirty-two reports of theft 


were registered during the festi- 
val, significantly fewer than last 
year’s 56. 

In parking areas GNR officers 
also repossessed two passenger 
vehicles and arrested two men. 


Aged 23 and 25, the two suspects 
are believed to have stolen the 
vehicle in Coimbra, where it is 
also thought they robbed a house .

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Pakistan: 
forecasts of 
disaster 


"There's going to be a civil war" You 
heard it all the time in the old Soviet 
Union at the end of the 1980s. People 
fretted about it constantly in South 
Africa in 1994. They have been 
worrying about it in Lebanon for the 
past year. Now they're predicting it for 
Pakistan — but nine times out of ten, 
the forecast is false. 


The Soviet Union broke up 
with remarkably little violenee, 
although there were some nasty 
little wars in various non- Rus- 
sian republies down south. 
Apartheid’ s end in South Afriea 
was astonishingly non-violent, 
given all that had gone before. 
There was a ghastly eivil war in 
Lebanon in the late 70s and 80s, 
but the odds are better than even 
that there will not be another. 
And there probably won’t be a 
disaster in Pakistan either. 

“We are very seared,” Sena- 
tor Enver Baig of the opposition 
Pakistan People’ s Party told the 
“Guardian” last week. “If we 
don’t mend our ways, it eould 
spell the end of the eountry. The 
Islamists have sleeper eells in 
every eity. We eould have a eivil 
war.” And if the “Islamists” won 
that eivil war, then people with 
a world-view not dissimilar to 


Osama bin Laden’s would eon- 
trol a eountry with 165 million 
people, an army of 600,000 men, 
and an estimated fifty nuelear 
weapons. 

But the eivil war hasn’t hap- 
pened yet, and it may never eome 
to that. In faet, there are as many 
hopeful signs as frightening ones 
in the eurrent turmoil in Paki- 
stan, although it is getting hard 
to read the tea-leaves. 

Pakistan is eertainly beeom- 
ing unstable. The government 
has effeetively lost eontrol in the 
tribal belt along the frontier with 
Afghanistan, whieh is inereas- 
ingly dominated by pro-Taliban 
militants. The week-long siege 
of radieal Islamists holed up in 
the Red Mosque in Islamabad, 
the eapital, in mid- July eulmi- 
nated in the deaths of over a hun- 
dred militants and soldiers. 

The military dietator who has

ruled Pakistan sinee 1 999, Gen- 
eral Pervez Musharraf, is a liv- 
ing ineamation of the phrase 
“one-bullet regime”: he has al- 
ready survived four assassina- 
tion attempts. More than 200 Pa- 
kistani soldiers and eivilians 
have died in terrorist attaeks 
sinee the Red Mosque ineident, 
and the alarmists are predieting 


eivil war and Islamist take-over. 

On the other hand, there is a 
thriving free press in Pakistan, 
ineluding (at last) independent 
television stations that aetually 
report the news. The eeonomy 
has been growing fast in reeent 
years, and at least a bit of the new 
prosperity is triekling down to 
the impoverished majority. 


President Musharraf is the 
fourth general to seize power in 
Pakistan’s sixty-year history, 
but the eountry always returns 
to eivilian rule in the end. And 
late last month Pakistan’s su- 
preme eourt, in an aet of defianee 
against military rule, threw out 
Musharraf s aeeusations of eor- 
ruption against the ehiefjustiee, 
Iftikhar Muhammad Chaudhry. 

The eharges were fabrieated 
to ensure that the ehief justiee 
did not interfere with the gener- 
al ’s plans for another five-year 
presidential term. (He planned 
to have himself re-appointed by 
very same national and regional 
assemblies, ehosen in rigged 
eleetions in 2002, that obedi- 
ently voted to appoint him five 
years ago — without any new 
eleetion to renew their member- 
ship.) What aetually happened, 
however, was that the eharges 
turned Chaudhry into a national 
hero and a foeus for resistanee 
to the eontinuation of thinly dis- 
guised military rule. 

There is a good ehanee that 
this erisis eould end in a resto- 
ration of eivilian demoeraey in 
Pakistan: that is how all three 
previous bouts of military rule 
ended. The fanaties and the ex- 
tremists dominate the sparsely 
populated areas along the Af- 
ghan frontier beeause the popu- 
lation there is identieal to the 
Pashtuns aeross the border who 
are the main base of the Taliban 
in Afghanistan, and they have 
been radiealised by 28 years of 
foreign oeeupation and eivil war 
in that eountry. But the vast 
maj ority of Pakistanis live down 
in the fiat, fertile lands along the 
rivers, and what they want is not 
martyrdom, but peaee, justiee 
and prosperity. 

They stand a better ehanee of 
getting those things if demoe- 
raey returns, even if previous 
intervals of demoeraey in Paki- 
stan have usually ended in mas- 


sive eorruption and paralysis as 
the politieal elass fought over the 
spoils. Musharraf is probably on 
the way out unless he deelares 
martial law under the pretext of 
fighting the Islamists — and it 
is not eertain that the army would 
follow him if he did. 

So he is trying for fake demoe- 
ratisation. Twiee, in January and 
again last month, he has met se- 
eretly in Abu Dhabi with 
Benazir Bhutto, the exiled head 
of the largest opposition party, 
trying to make a deal that would 
let her return as prime minister 
(for the third time) but leave him 
as president. That would be a big 
mistake on Bhutto’s part, but it 
wouldn’t be the first. 

Despite the highly publieised 
violenee in Pakistan, there is lit- 
tle ehanee that it will fall under 
Taliban-style rule. There is per- 
haps a one-in-three probability 
that Musharraf will eut a deal 
with Bhutto that leaves him in 
power for a while, but that 
wouldn’t really end the erisis. 

And the odds on a return to 
real demoeraey within the year 
are probably better than even. 

It would be niee if Pakistan’s 
fraetious and venal politieians 
eould make it work this time.

Sunday at the Cafe 
Solferino 

Paris . . . When I told family 
and friends that we would be 
spending the summer in Paris, 
many responded similarly: 
“Paris is beautiful, but what 
about the French people?” 
And I always answered the 
same way. “I have no problems 
with ‘The French’.” At least 
not until last week. 

Our saga started last week- 
end when Don and I decided to 
have lunch on a Sunday after- 
noon. With France’s 35- hour 
work week, cafes typically 
close on “the day of rest” ex- 
cept for large ones and those in 
the tourist areas. That’s why 
we drove down the Boulevard 
St. Germain near the Musee 
d’Orsay certain we’d find a 
place to eat. There on the wide, 
tree-lined street we found sev- 
eral options and settled on the 
large Cafe Solferino with its 
brown, cane-back chairs, 
round tables and shaded areas 
outside. The day was hot and 
sunny, a welcome relief from 


five weeks of chilly temperatures, 
rain and cloudy skies. I had be- 
gun to wonder if summer would 
desert us in Paris while the rest 
of Europe sweltered. But that 
day summer announced itself and 
it seems everyone took to the 
streets, at least the tourists as the 
Parisians left in droves last week 
as August arrived. They close 
their stores, putting up signs to 
their “dear clients” that they will 
reopen at the end of August or the 
beginning of September. 

But the Cafe Solferino was 
open, at least the crowds sitting 
inside and out suggested that they 
were available for business. I 
started to wonder as the two Brit- 
ish girls sitting at the table next 
to ours looked noticeably uncom- 
fortable as they fumbled with 
their bill. One looked my way: 

“What do you think we should 
do?” the twenty-something girl 
asked. 

“Pay it,” I said glibly. And then 
they told us that they’d never 
received their food. 

“It’s an omen,” I told Don. “I 
wonder ifwe’ll ever get ours.” 

Then they told us they had 
ordered over 40 minutes ago, had 
a bus to catch and would not have 
time to eat with the slow service. 
Don told them to leave, which 
they did with some hesitation but 
repeated explanations that they 
could not miss their bus. After 
they left, the waiter came by, 
looked at the bill and scoffed, “It 


happens all the time.” ( Bad omen 
#2.) Why they received the bill 
before the meal we never under- 
stood, but Don suggested they 
might have been “flight risks,” 
which, in fact, they were, but for 
their own good reasons. 

At that point we had been 
waiting 25 minutes for our food 
but the waiter never looked our 
way. In fact, the lanky, blonde 
haired gargon buzzed by us at 
least four times with food, all for 
other tables. Every attempt to get 
his attention failed. 

Finally, he looked our way. 

“We’re leaving if our food 
doesn’t come in five minutes,” I 
said, in decent French. 

Miraculously, it appeared, 
four minutes later. The orders 
were slightly off but we ate our 
salads glad for any food at all. I 
had ordered a favorite beverage, 
citron presse froidy amakeshift 
lemonade. They serve the 
squeezed lemon in a glass and a 
separate bottle of water and then 
sugarpackets. Our only hitch: the 
lemon juice came, but the water 
and sugar never arrived. Forty 
five minutes later, afternumerous 
attempts to complete the drink 
order, Don went to the register to 
pay the bill. That’s because the 
waiter never appeared with our 
check. Don paid for what we ate 
but deducted the lemonade from 
the bill. That’ s when the real trou- 
ble started. As we got up to leave, 
the waiter appeared, this time

with no hesitation at all. 

He yelled that we had to pay 
for the drink. 

“But I never drank it,” I pro- 
tested. (Without the water it 
was impossible to drink.) 

“Y ou did,” he yelled. (If I had, 
I would have had the worst acid 
stomach in Paris.) 

We walked by him to leave 
when the manager arrived with 
outstretched arms, physically 
blocking our path.

We walked by him too, but 
not before I felt a shower of 
some liquid on the back of my 
legs. 

I looked around and the man- 
ager, waiter and female waitress 
were laughing at their infantile 
joke. To be honest, the day was 
so hot (as were our tempers by 
that time), that the liquid felt 
good. I assumed it was the wa- 
ter I never received though I ’ m 
still not sure. 

As we walked down the 
street all I could think of was: 
“Never would this occur in Por- 
tugal. Never.” 

Maybe it’ s time to go home.

SIR, Following the 4th Aug. 
edition of T PN. I would like to 
eongratulate M.S. LL.B, LL.M, 
B@L. on being one of the very 
few people able to find some- 
thing amusing in connection with 
the abduction of young 
Madeleine. The focus of his let- 
ter was not the kidnapping or 
those responsible, but caresses

However, in my opinion, the 
English, (MS. andme included) 
have, in matters relating to child 
neglect or cruelty etc. forfeited 
any right to criticism or sancti- 
mony.

Response to Martyn Smith’s 
letter 

SIR, I have not made any of my 
views re the McCann case public, 
but your letter from Martyn 
Smith last week has finally 
promptedme to respond. Firstly, 
I would like to point out that the 
UK now operates its Child Care 
Policy utilising The Children Act 
1989andnotthe 1933,orthe 1969 
CYPA. Whilst many of the issues 
relating to the care of young peo- 
ple are the same, there are some 
fundamental differences and it 
will only add to the confusion to 
refer to the outdated Acts. 

I worked for many years as a 
Social Worker in child protection 
under The Children Act 1 989 and 
therefore feel I have a reasonable 
knowledge of how it operates. It 
is not against the law, in the UK, 
to leave children, of any age, un- 
attended. However, if they come 


to harm during the period a re- 
sponsible adult was absent then 
charges of neglect or failure to 
protect could be brought against 
the parents irrespective of the age 
of the child. It is no defence to say 
“We checked them regularly, or 
were only away a few minutes”. 

The latest Act is written on the 
premise of ‘The Welfare of the 
Child/Children is Paramount’ so 
every case when brought to court 
makes this its primary concern 
and responsibility. The Act 
states it uses “the phrase paren- 
tal responsibility to sum up the 
collection of rights, duties and 
authority which the parent has in 
respect of his child. That choice 
of words emphasises the duty of 
care for the child ... is the funda- 
mental task of parenthood.” 

To leave a child unattended at 
night in an unlocked apartment 
seems to me to be a clear absence 
of any sort of responsibility on 
behalf of the parents, particu- 
larly when there is a baby sitting 
service available. I would have 
expected a greater sense of re- 
sponsibility from the mother/ 
parents who are doctors, as they 
are frequently involved in child 
protection issues during the 
course of their work, so would 
likely be more aware of the risks 
and/or dangers than most of the 
general public. 

I do not understand why the 
McCann’s do not return to the 
UK together as, as far as I know, 
they can not be charged with any 
offence (such as neglect or failure 
to protect) they may have com- 
mitted out here within the UK 
legal system. Any case would, in 
my experience, be unlikely to be 
held within the criminal court 
arena, but come under the family 
division which functions within 
a different set of criteria. The 
emphasis would be on what is 
right for all the children within the 
family and, therefore, seek to put 
in place any protective measures 
deemed necessary for the 


younger two children. Failure to 
protect one child will frequently 
have longertermknock on effects 
for the remaining ones, even (or 
should I say particularly) if the 
child initiating the action fails to 
return home . What they may well 
be subject to is a visit from their 
local Social Services to ensure that 
their other two children will be 
adequately cared for due to their 
failure to protect Madeleine. As 
I am led to believe they have a 
nanny in the UK, then there 
should be no problem with this, 
but I do wonder why the nanny 
did not come on holiday with 
them. One reason why they may 
not return together is because it 
is harder for them to be pinned 
down as to the truth of what re- 
ally happened when one of them 
is absent. 

Another mystery to me is why 
the McCann’ s have not returned 
to the UK to their jobs, home, 
friends and family, where they 
surely would be supported and 
cared for better than here where 
they are surrounded by strangers. 
It would also enable the twins to 
return to a degree of normality, 
which young though they are, is 
important. It begs the question 
“What are they hiding from” or 
is the thought of returning home 
too awful to contemplate with- 
out Madeleine. If that is the case, 
will they remain out here indefi- 
nitely should the search for her 
not end in a happy return of 
Madeleine to her family?

sible, such as ‘Small children 
should never be left unsuper- 
vised, even for a few minutes. ’ 
All very laudable but it is not 
clear how this desirable state of 
affairs can be achieved by most 
parents when a qualified nanny 
can command a salary in excess 
of £20k p.a. plus a car and full 
board. 

The recent tragic case of a 1 7 
month old girl wandering down- 
stairs and drowning in the swim- 
ming pool, while her (very care- 
fully vetted) foster parents 
were having dinner with guests 
shows how impractical it is to 
talk about constant supervision. 

There has been some under- 
standable muttering among lo- 
cal people about the time and 
money spent on the search for 
one small girl, but as yet I have 
heard no indication that the 
McCann’s behaviour is consid- 
ered criminal.

SIR, Might I suggest that the 
litany of personal shortcomings 
and misfortune s indicated by ID S 
as being due to family breakdown, 
is in fact simply due to poverty. 
Poor people tend not to marry and 
of course, throughbeing poor, taxa- 
tion ‘incentives’ have little impact 
on them. Married or unmarried, 
these people’ s circumstances will 
be dependent on the incidence of 
welfare subvention - not on ‘tax 
hand-outs’ for middle-class fami- 
lies already founded on marriage. 
1st Law of Taxation - Don’t pay 
people to do things they would 
have done anyway. 2nd Law - 
Don’t pay them to do things 
they’ve already done! 

I would further point out that 
some ofthe ‘observed’ parameters 
that are correlated to family break- 
down (or perhaps, no family to 
fracture from the outset), look 
rather tenuous.

is that many parents are anxious 
and eonfused about the best 
eourse of aetion. And now an- 
other doetor, Dr Riehard 
Halvorsen, raises his eoneems - 
warning that the Government 
“misleads us about vaccines”. 

Author of a new book, The 
Truth About Vaccines, pub- 
lished by Gibson Square, priced 
£9.99/€ 10.27, he claims that UK 
children are being used as “guinea 
pigs” and given “unnecessary” 
jabs for illnesses such as mumps, 
and a vaccine for whooping cough 
which has been “ineffective” in 
stamping out the illness. 

Halvorsen is a GP who’s 
spent five years researching vac- 
cination and he says: “Vaccine 
programmes are not the magic 


bullet cure that they are claimed 
to be, and bombarding children 
with a cocktail of vaccines could 
be causing some serious health 
problems, with hundreds if not 
thousands of children adversely 
affected every year.” 

Dr Halvorsen points out that a 
child is supposed to have 25 
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vaccines by the time they are 1 5 
months old. “There remains un- 
eertainty whether the growing 
number of ehildhood vaeeinations 
is eontributing to the rising num- 
bers of ehildren affeeted by 
asthma, diabetes and other im- 
mune related disorders, ”he elaims. 

“One vaeeine expert diselosed 
to me that we will probably never 
be able to test the safety of 
vaeeines while we bundle so many 
of them together and administer 
them at the same time. This means 
it’s almost impossible to distin- 
guish the side effects of one from 
another.” 

Father-of-two Dr Halvorsen 
began his investigation after get- 
ting a request to write an artiele 
on the MMR vaeeination. “Until 
then I had no partieular opinion 
on vaccines and routinely gave 
them to my patients’ ehildren and 


my own, and felt seeure in the 
knowledge that they were safe. 

“Yet when I researehed and 
tried to get the Government’ s side 
of the story on MMR, instead of 
being reassured, whieh I expeeted, 
I was dismayed to find that evi- 
denee showing it was safe was 
simply not there. It had been in- 
trodueed with virtually no safety 
eontrols at all.” 

He believes vaeeine risks are not 
properly assessedbecause, unlike 
drugs, vaeeines generally do not 
undergo long-term safety trials. “I 
have been told that there is no one 
study that ean disprove that 
MMR may eause 10% of autism 
eases in this eountry in suseepti- 
ble children. Studies can show that 
MMR does not eause all autism. 
That’snotgood enough, andwhen 
I found that out I offered patients 
measles, mumps and rubella

vaccines singly.” 

All too often he says parents’ 
understandable eoneems are met 
with unaeeeptable reaetions and 
hostility by health authorities and 
doetors. “I’ve heard stories of 
parents trying to deeide whether 
tovaeeinate their ehildren being 
patronised and bullied and even 
told it was the equivalent of abus- 
ing their ehild if they didn’ t opt for 
avaeeine.” 

But he emphasises: “I am not 
anti- vaeeination. They have an im- 
portant role in the proteetion of 
ehildren. I am in favour of some, 
while with others I believe they 
are not as effective as they are 
made outtobe. “AlH’mealling for 
is the right for parents to have a 
truthful and open discussion on 


this issue.” 

PROS AND CONS OF 
VACCINATIONS 

Dr Halvorsen looks at the ease 
for and against eontroversial 
vaeeines, but he says firmly: “Be- 
fore making any final deeisions, 
you are advised to eonsult a 
health professional about the spe- 
eifie needs of your ehild.” 

MMR (Measles, Mumps and 
Rubella) 

:: Dr Halvorsen believes the 
vaeeine serves little purpose and 
points out that: “MMR is the first 
and only vaeeine to eontain three 
live viruses. The studies to look 
for potential problems that this 
previously untried eombination 
might eause have never been 
done.” And he believes that in view 


of the eontroversy over suggested 
links to autism, the MMR should 
be withdrawn until adequate long- 
term safety studies on suffieient 
numbers of ehildren ean demon- 
strate its safety. 

He analyses its individual ele- 
ments: 

MEASLES 

Measles used to kill more peo- 
ple than smallpox, searlet fever 
and diphtheria eombined, but im- 
proved nutrition and hygiene 
meant that by the mid 1950s 
deaths dropped to around 1 00 per 
year. Despite elaims vaeeination 
of 95% of the population would 
eradieate the disease, there have 
been outbreaks in sehools where 
99% of ehildren have beenvaeei- 
nated, writes Dr Halvorsen. 
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“Measles vaccine can cause per- 
manent brain damage and SSPE 
(the rare but fatal brain disease) - 
though almost certainly less com- 
monly than ‘naturally caught’ 
measles.” 

HIS VERDICT: Onbalancethe 
risks of the disease remain greater 
than those associated with the vac- 
cine, especially in vulnerable chil- 
dren with chronic illnesses. 
MUMPS 

It is a mild disease that rarely 
kills, most people get a slight 
swelling of the facial and neck 
glands andare then immune forhfe. 
Because immunity wears off, giv- 
ing the vaccine has resulted in rais- 
ing the age which children catch 
mumps from early childhood to 
adolescence, where the symp- 
toms are more likely to be severe 
and include permanent hearing 
loss, apainful swelling of testicles 
and possible infertility, says Dr 
Halvorsen. He also suggests that 
the mumps vaccine is less effec- 
tive as part of MMR, than the 
singlejab. 

HIS VERDICT: This vaccina- 
tion is unnecessary and the MMR 
vaccine is making the disease 
worse. 

RUBELLA 

The vaccine was introduced to 
save babies being bom with de- 
formities as a result of mothers 
catching the disease while preg- 
nant, but even before MMR was 
introduced only 30 babies a year 
were damagedby mbella. AFinn- 
ish study showed that after two 
MMRjabs, athird of girls lost all 
protection by age 15. 

HIS VERDICT: Not recom- 
mended for children, and it would 
be more effective to screen teen- 
age girls to check if they’ve ac- 
quired immunity and vaccinate 
only those who don’t have it. 
HPV 

This is aimed at the Human Pap- 
illoma Vims, which causes genital 
warts lhatcanresult in cervical can- 
cer. A new HPV vaccination pro- 
gramme has beenrecommendedby 
health authorities for 12-year-old 
girls and could start across the UK 
in autumn 2008, subject to a re- 
view. The plan is to vaccinate girls 
before they have time to become 
infected with HPV, which is sexu- 
ally transmitted. In trials it has only 
prevented the pre-cancerous 
changes to cells ratW than cancer 
itself, and it only protects against 
the two types of HPV that cause 
70% of this cancer. 

HIS VERDICT: Some women 
in trials of the vaccine developed 
potential auto-immune disorders 
- mainly arthritis-related. This 
vaccine looks promising but it is 
too early to introduce it on a na- 
tional scale. 

ALUMINIUM 

Dr Halvorsen also has concerns 
about aluminium which ispresent 
in most childhood vaccines. He 
says: “It’s highly toxic, is known 
to cause brain damage andhas been 
implicated in behavioural prob- 
lems in children.” On the day of 
vaccination, young babies are 
given doses of aluminium that are 
the equivalent of up to a thousand 
times the maximum advised daily 
safety levels, he says. 

HIS VERDICT: You can 
lessen the amount of aluminium 
your baby receives by spreading 
out the vaccines over a period of 
time. 

“Spread out the length of time 
between the Pediacel (5-in-l), 
meningitis C and pneumococcal 
vaccines, all ofwhich contain alu- 
minium, so the amount of alu- 
rniniumyourbabyreceives on any 
one day will be reduced.” Of the 
three meningitis C vaccines avail- 
able, Miningitec has the least alu- 
minium, says Dr Halvorsen.

I t’s around 9.30pm and a 
100kg 40-something 
wearing a leopard-skin 
loincloth and V iking helmet 
is swerving across the street on a 
bicycle, shouting ‘Hell Ya’ 
between gulps from a beer bottle. 
Mickey Mouse and alligators 
aren’ t the only wildlife to be found 
in Florida. Welcome to Key 
West, way out west, geo- 
graphically and figuratively: the 
wacky and eccentric capital of the 
Florida Keys, in America’s 
Sunshine State. In fact Key West 
makes Florida seem more like a 
Moonshine State - good ole 
boys, fishin’, huntin’ and 
drinkin’. No wonder Ernest 
Hemingway, the famous drinker, 
amateur boxer and rumoured 
novelist, made it his home. 

As polished as any other US 


resort. Key West also has a 
laidback Caribbean style - some- 
times bawdy and outrageous, but 
still stylish. It is an unpretentious, 
baggy shorts kind ofplace, and all 
the better for it. Just 1 45km from 
Cuba, Key West is closer to Ha- 
vana than Miami - perhaps ex- 
plaining why it doesn’t have the 
same feel as the rest of America. 

While tourist-friendly all over, 
finding accomodation in Key 
West is still all about location and 
ideally situated at the end of fa- 
mous Duval Street is the Ocean 
Key Resort & Spa. As individu- 
alistic and stylish as the rest of the 
resort, it’s the perfect base for 
exploring the delights of Key 
West, day and night. 

By day, the compact little is- 
land town is a postcard of picket 
white fences and white wash- 


board houses: if 
it weren’t for the 
palm trees you’d 
swear it was 
New England. 
Chickens scour 
its backstreets, 
dodging the 
pick-up trucks, 
while locals sit in 
rocking chairs 
behind pillared 
verandahs, cool- 
ing themselves 
with fans (the is- 
land has tropical 
temperatures all 
year around). 
And in its main 
streets there’s a 
refined, 
gentrified cul- 
ture, with art gal- 


kelling on the reef, I ’ d worked up 
a Hemingway-esque thirst and 
was keen to sample Duval and the 
Old Town. F irst it was to Mallory 
Square, a must-see for every Key 
West tourist, where hundreds 
gather by the waterfront every 
evening to see shimmering sunsets 
on the Atlantic horizon amid a 
nightly extravaganza ofjugglers, 
acrobats and musicians - there’s 
even atightrope-walking dog. 

Tall ships pass by, their sails 
billowing in the wind, and as night 
falls Duval Street awakens. On 
Key West’s main street, every 
other building is a good ole boy bar, 
gay nightclub or biker joint. Most 
have balconies and are semi-al- 
fresco - a cacophony of sound 
spills out on the street as lap danc- 
ers and drag queens lean out over 
porches, mixing with college boys 
and bikers with handlebar mous- 
taches. 

Expect the resident musician to 
stop and ask where you are from - 
and play you a request. Duval 
Street’s most famous watering 
hole. Sloppy Joe’s Bar, opened 
the day Prohibition was repealed 
intheUS- Decembers, 1933 -and 
became a Hemingway favourite. 

Just around the comer is the 
great man’s home. A visit to the 
mansion is a must, with its classi- 
cal wrought-iron balcony and 
white wooden shutters. Now a 
museum, the house contains 
Hemingway’s book collections 
and letters and the old typewriter 
in his study where he composed 
his Nobel Prize-winning novels. 

A stylish colonial mix of chan- 
deliers and French furniture, the 
mansion’s walls sportpictures of 
Hemingway’s wives - all five of 


them - and in the tropical garden 
is his swimming pool, built on the 
orders of one wife while he was 
away, and nearly bankmpting 
them. Actually ‘Papa’ didn’t use 
it for swimming - instead he setup 
aboxing ring inside. 

Hemingway is only the most 
famous of a long list of literary gi- 
ants that made the Keys their 
home, including Tennessee 
Williams and John Hersey. And 
Key West is just one in the string 
of islands off the tip of Florida, 
careering out from the mainland 
into the Atlantic Ocean. 

Each of the main islands - from 
Key Largo in the north, through 
Islamorada, Marathon, and the 
Lower Keys - are linked by the 
Overseas Highway (USl), 
stretching 1 90km from the main- 
land to Key West at its 
southernmost tip. Driving is easy 
- everything is off USl either 
Oceanside or Bayside - you can’t 
get lost, and campsites are scat- 
tered all over the islands. 

W ater and nature are part of the 
rhythm of life here and a family- 
friendly resort like Cheeca Lodge 
& Spa on Islamorada helps com- 
bine both, with its beach, swim- 
ming pools and seawater lagoon. 
Like everywhere in the Keys there 
are scuba and snorkelling trips 
available withreef and wreck div- 
ing nearby, jet-skis, waterskiing, 
parascending, kayaking and 
wakeboarding. 

A short walk up the shore are 
huge wooden mansions, many 
privately owned, and often used 
for fashion photo shoots. 

While big on huntin’ , the Keys 
are surrounded by some of the 
US ’ s most important wildlife, and 


leries, top restaurants and bou- 
tique shops. 

During the day you can wander 
around the old harbour area with 
waterside restaurants serving 
great fresh seafood, a staple in the 
Keys, which has a number of ex- 
cellentrestaurants such as Square 
One in the Old T own. And though 
small enough to see everything on 
foot. Key West provides vistors 
with a more sedate alternative: a 
trolley bus tour of the main sites, 
taking in the Key West Shipwreck 
Historeum and the Pirate Soul 
Museum. 

After an enj oyable half-day out 
on a catamaran for a spot of snor- 
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capital of the FI 


the authorities are very eonseien- 
tious about the loeal environment. 
Day-trips to the proteeted Dry 
T ortugas National Park are avail- 
able from the Keys, offering a 
marine safari of the seven unin- 
habited islands 1 1 0km offshore. 

The Keys is also home to the 
world’s third-largest eoral reef, 
lots of white beaehes, a host of 
exotie fish and feathered species 
and the newly opened six million 
dollar Eco-Discovery Centre on 
Key West, depicting the islands’ 


bed. And if you want to get even 
closer to nature. Dolphins Plus on 
Key Largo organises group swims 
with the resident flippers. 

It wasn’t just the arty, bohe- 
mian atmosphere that attracted 
Hemingway. He also loved his 
fishing. Many a watering hole on 
Duval Street is lined with photos 
of ‘Papa’ landing a legendary ‘Big 
One ’ . Sport fishing is big business 
in the Keys, with day-long char- 
ter boats on offer for serious an- 
glers. And with all that fishing the

rich marine life - well worth a visit. 

Charterboats are plentiful, in- 
cluding tall ships, sunset cruises 
and glass-bottomboats to marvel 
at the local wildlife. Waters here, 
though sometimes choppy, are 
also shallow and clear enough for 
snorkelers to see shoals of multi- 
coloured fish darting in and out of 
the coral or sweeping over the sea 


seafood is exquisite - especially 
at a good restaurant like Kaiyo, 
Pierre ’ s or Morada Bay Cafe, on 
Islamorada. 

In fact, dotted all over the Keys 
you’ll see weatheredand browned 
fishermen, rods bent double, 
struggling with their prey, deter- 
minednot to become another fish 
lunch. Amateurs beware though.

A family home in Monte Canelas 

Monte Canelas, on the outskirts of Alvor, is an up-and-coming yet still 
relatively unexplored area of rural countryside. Situated in a calm, 
peaceful neighbourhood, this week’s ‘Property of the Week’ is a short 
drive to the acclaimed Penina hotel and Golf Course, five minutes’ drive 
to Alvor and Portimao, and within a few minutes of all main road 
connections, beaches and amenities. 




It is also locatednear what will 
be the new ‘Kartodrome’, whieh 
is set to beeome one of Portimao ’ s 
main attractions. 

Traditional in appearance, this 
three-bedroom property offers 
space and versatility. 

Through the front door the 


flooring is immediately striking, 
paved with terracotta-coloured 
tiles and typical Algarvean blue 
and white inlaid detail.

Visiting the famous Royai Horticuiturai Society show in 
Tatton Park, Cheshire, Engiand iast week gave me some 
food for thought about how weii ornamentai grasses mix 
with taii, ioiiipop-styie fiowers. 


In my own garden I have eye- 
eatehing Allium giganteum, the 
elusters of flowers forming pur- 
ple globes above Stipa 
tenuissima, a soft, light green 
wispy grass whieh hides the un- 
sightly strappy leaves of the al- 
lium, whieh start to die down 
before the flower reaehes its full 
glory. It’s a teehnique I’ve seen 
used in many of this year’s gar- 
den shows and while some may 
eonsider the big bold flower 
balls a toueh garish and vulgar, 
I love them. They are easy to 
grow and if you look after them 
well after planting the bulbs in 
the autumn, they should eome 
baekyear after year. 

Tatton Park’s Best In Show, 
The Bubble Garden designed by 
Heather Appleton on behalf of 
The Anthony Nolan Trust, used 
the majestie blue agapanthusas 
its statement flower above green 
Pennisetum alopeeuroides 
‘Hameln’, known also as foun- 
tain or foxtail grass. 

This semi dwarf form pro- 
duees rounded mounds of fine 


mid-green leaves growing to 
just 40em tall. It flowers in mid- 
summer, produeing a bottle- 
brush or foxtail of pink hairs, 
likes sun or light shade in a shel- 
tered spot and is drought-resist- 
ant onee established. 

Besides Agapanthus you 
eould also ehoose other speeies 
to provide texture and architee- 
tural value to sueh sehemes, in- 
cluding globe thistle 
(Echinops), a tough, silvery 
plant with spiky leaves and bris- 
tly metallic blue flowers, or sea 
holly (Eryngium), with its blue, 
teasel-like flowers on blue- 
tinted branching stems. 

Circles are very much in this 
year. Box balls are proving 
popular, again dotted among 
low grasses so they are visible 
but not protruding too much, 
providing a solid mass among a 
sea of movement. They are easy 
to grow and, provided you keep 
them clipped into a neat ball, will 
provide some interest when your 
perennial grasses have died 
down.

You can actually create an 
impressive summer display with 
relatively few plants, particu- 
larly if you want a low mainte- 
nance bed. Crocosmiahave also 
been widely used at this year’s 
inspirational shows, particularly 
the orange and yellow varieties 
such as C. ‘Norwich Canary’, 
although for me you can’t beat 
the fiery and slightly taller C. 
‘Lucifer’, with its sword-like 
leaves and sizzling flowers. 

Crocosmia blend in well with 
a combination of grasses and 
flowers and will provide colour 
long after the alliums have faded 
but are still providing architec- 
tural interest as their round 


seedheads remain. 

For a small, contemporary and 
informal border, say 2mx2m, 
plant one Stipa gigantea, two C. 
‘Lucifer’, six bulbs of large 
alliums such as A. giganteum 
and two Stipa tenuissima. The 
large stipa should be at the cen- 
tre of the display, with the 
crocosmia and S. tenuissima in 
front and to either side. Scatter 
the allium bulbs in front of the 
crocosmia for a natural effect 
and plant them where they land. 
Their purple globes will give 
early colour, while the later- 
flowering crocosmia will make 
the border sizzle in late summer.

Don’t just restrict yourself to harvesting the vegetables that your 
plants produce - make the most of their flowers as well, many of 
which are edible. They look stylish in salads and add summer col- 
our to your table. Good choices include the vivid blue flowers of 
borage, which taste of cucumber and are refreshing as garnishes in 
summer drinks and salads. 

Use flowers of calendula, the pot marigold, to colour cooked dishes 
in the same way that saffron does, or sprinkle them on salads to 
give them zing. The peppery taste and bright orange hue of nastur- 
tium flowers will add a boost to salads, while courgette flowers can 
be dipped in a light batter and then deep fried for an alternative 
accompaniment to a dish.

The joys of 
barlong pups 


I have first hand experience of a barking baby so I thought I wouid 
research the subject. It is a favourite subject with peopie on the 
Aigarvegeneraiiy. 
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I know that my dogs 
have various different types 
of barking. There is the bark to 
go out, and the bark to eome in. 
There is the ‘ Mummy I don ’ t like 
it out here!!’ and the ‘there is 
something moving out here 
Mummy’ , well often a hedgehog 
whieh involves raeing around said 
poor animal barking. The famil- 
iar car arriving bark, and the 
stranger’s car arriving bark. We 
also have a playing bark, this 
starts with the gathering of a ball 
and then crescendos until we ac- 
tually play with it. There used to 
be the Lennie swimming pool 
bark as he raced around the pool 
with his ball. All these barks are 
perfectly normal and acceptable. 

Barking dogs are as much an 
issue in the UK as they are here. 
My parents have a small terrier 
and he barks 100% more than 
mine, he barks at the door, the 
phone, people, wind, you name it, 
he barks at it and other than the 
fact that he is a terrier lean never 
see any good reason for it. 

Boredom is probably the most 
obvious cause for barking, more 
especially down here as so many 
dogs are left outside. A lot are 
tethered, with little food and wa- 


ter, they have nothing 
to do so they will bark in an 
attempt to get someone to notice 
them. The practice is self reward- 
ing and the dog that is lonely and 
bored will bark simply to relieve 
its monotony. 

Most of us find territory bark- 
ing reassuring in this day and age. 
Hopefully, that our dog does bark 
to alert any unwanted visitors to 
go away. However, this can be a 
real annoyance to other people. 
It is a difficult one, as we want 
them to warn, but not all day. If 
we live on a popular road with 
people wandering past, obviously 
the dog will bark every time it sees 
something ‘abnormal’, a person 
it does not know! 

Sociable barking, well sociable 
to them, is VERY common down 
here .lean stand in my garden any 
night and hear the dogs all bark- 
ing in answer to one another, it 
goes on and on. Luckily, my four 
dogs have not decided to join in 
yet, but Julie ’ s dog, Jess, is defi- 
nitely a social barker and can be 
heard answering her friends 
across the valley. 

Fear and aggression barking is 
a fairly obvious sound, it can be 
used to warn us that something is

notright, definitely un-nerving 
in the middle of the night. 
Again, I am lucky as this has 
not happened to me as yet. 
Again, it is better that they 
bark and hopefully frighten 
away an uninvited visitor than 
let them in. 

I guess the most likely cause 
ofbarking is attention seeking. 
It does not take them long to 
work out that if they bark like 
I crazy for no particular reason 
I that will promote some atten- 
tion from the human being in 
charge. That is the way Mer- 
lin sees barking I believe.

All my dogs have beenbought 
up in the same way and apart from 
the Manchester Terrier all have 
been puppies when they came to 
me, Lennie and Merlin were 
older, 4 months old, the rest all 8 
weeks old. Merlin is a barker, 
read any Portuguese Water Dog 
book, they all say they do not bark, 
but he does. I have to hand it to 
him, he is, however, selective. He 
will always bark in answer to the 
7+ dogs barking next door, I can 
understand that. He will bark as 
30 goats amble past the wall to 
our land, sometimes 4 times a day. 
I can understand that whilst I 
would rather he did not. What I 
fail to understand is him dashing 
around the garden, tail up (where 
it should be) barking at — noth- 
ing, always at the same time of

day, early evening. I have tried 
the getting cross, all the books say 
ignore, so I stopped getting cross 
and ignored. It has not really 
stopped him. Today I started a 
new one, each time he barked I 
asked him to come to me and sit - 
he did and looked quite angelic. I 
am told to praise him when he 
doesn’t bark, I have done that, 
very time consuming but I do think 
it worked as did today ’ s sit exer- 
cise. I just wish I could under- 
stand what is going through his 
mind as he races around the gar- 
den with his important face or, 
perhaps it is just that, he wants to 
feel important! 

I must take note and make even 
more fuss of him I suppose. The 
really funny issue here is that 
whilst I have been writing this not 
a bark has been heard from Mer- 
lin, he has been inside and I sup- 
pose cannot hear all those dogs 
next door — perhaps that is the 
key. When we are away at our 
shows we stop in Hotels or apart- 
ments, no barking from Merlin, 
obviously it is the dogs of Algoz 
that wind him up. 


Merlin will be one year old to- 
morrow, on August 7*, Happy 
Birthday Merlin. Now he can be- 
come a teenager! 

Merlin has been under threat 
of a citronella anti bark collar, but

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Royal complaint puts damper on 
Portimao hotspots 



The Duke of Braganga has lodged an official complaint with Portimao City Hall after the loudness of music 
being emitted throughout the night from the Praia da Rocha ‘in’ bars Sasha and Nikki Beach reportedly 
disturbed the Duke’s holiday across the Arade river. 


On holiday in his private villa 
in F erragudo, just across the river 
from Praia da Rocha Marina, 
where the two bars are located 
within close proximity of each 
other, Dom Duarte Pio was re- 
portedly ‘bothered’ by the noise 
and has allegedly criticised the 
City Hall for allowing such lev- 
els of noise to occur. 

Music is played through the 
night until the early hours of the 
morning as part of the venues’ 
summer party line-ups, which in 
some cases is performed by live 
bands. 

Portimao City Hall vice presi- 
dent Luis Carito confirmed that 
a fax was received from the Duke 
denouncing the situation, though 
has dismissed claims that the lev- 


els of noise surpass those set by 
law. 

According to vice-president 
Carito, results from noise read- 
ings taken before the venues 
opened at the beginning of sum- 
mer showed that they did not 
exeeed legal maximums . 

However, he confirmed the 
city hall would carry out new 
tests in order to verify the present 
situation. 

“I have given orders for new 
readings to be taken”, he said in a 
statement, also confirming that, 
in comparison to last year, com- 
plaints concerning noise from the 
bars have “significantly im- 
proved”. 

Luis Carito added that being 
‘bothered’ by noise is “subjec- 


tive”, as he lives in a house next 
to that of D. Duarte and he is not 
bothered by the music. 

In declarations to 
‘Barlavento. Online ’, D. Duarte 
said he has “pondered” taking 
legal action that would end the 
summer celebrations in Praia da 
Rocha and that he had already 
contacted lawyer Jose Sa 
Fernandes, but who in turn has 
denied having heard from the 
Duke. 

Nikki Beach Public Relations 
officer Mituxa Jardim, sister of 
celebrity socialite Cinha Jardim, 
defended the exclusive club and 
guaranteed that the noise levels 
generated from the venue are 
“within the law”. 

“I don ’ t doubt what D . Duarte 


is saying, but I hope he doesn’t 
doubt what we are saying either”, 
she told Lusa. 

However the Duke doesn’t 
seem to be the only one complain- 
ing about the noise. 

Recent reports have also re- 
vealed that hundreds of holiday 
makers staying in hotels in both 
Praia da Rocha and Ferragudo 
have complained. 

So many in fact that the hotels 
have taken their cases to Elderico 
Viegas, president of the Algarve 
Hotels and Tourist Resorts As- 
sociation AHETA, who in turn 
has also voiced his concerns to 
the city hall as well as responsi- 
ble tourism groups in the region 
and other respeetive governmen- 
tal bodies.

Airport ground workers plan 
strike to force salary review 



On August 18'^ and 19*^ airport ground crews from around the country are 
planning to carry out a national strike in order for their salaries to be 
reviewed and to protest against what their union considers to be ‘illegal’ 
working schedules. 


Taking place over one of the 
busiest weekends of the year, the 
strike is expected to cause ‘na- 
tionwide chaos’ at Portugal’s 
main airports, namely Lisbon, 
Faro, Oporto and Funchal. 

Workers will be demanding 
higher wages and look to contest 
the “inerease in the contracting 
temporary and part-time work- 
ers”. 


Other complaints target the 
alleged lack of proper working 
conditions in Lisbon airport. 

According to Andre Teives, 
head of the National Airport 
Handling Syndicate, one of the 
main problems concerning Lisbon 
airport are the luggage conveyor 
belts, which are “constantly 
packing up because they work to 
twice their capacity”, as well as 


the fact the “nearly every day 
there are 10, 15, and sometimes 
even 20 overbookings” on flights. 

“Lisbon airport is lacking in 
general conditions, space, and 
does not have the necessary di- 
mensions for the flights that it 
receives, so complaints accumu- 
late in customer services”, claim 
the workers union. 

But these allegations are re- 
j ected by Lisbon airport director 
Francisco Severino, who has 
guaranteed, “The airport has the 
necessary infrastructure that is 
proportional to the traffic it re- 
ceives”, and stresses the fact that 
the airport has recently under- 
gone alterations, to augment the 
capacity of luggage it processes 
per hour”. 

The N ational Airport Handling 
Syndicate and ground assistance 
company Groundforce have 
reached an agreement, that mini- 
mum services will be rendered 
during the impending strike.
